Young Meets African Presidents 


Kaunda, Nyerere Differ on U.S. Rhodesia Role 


From Wire Dispatches 

ZANZIBAR, Tanzania, Feb. 6. 
—Kenneth Kaunda, president of 
Zambia, called on the United 
States yesterday to assume from 
Britain the primary responsibility 
for achieving black majority rule 
in Rhodesia. 

He said Britain lacks “the will 
and ability” to mediate a peaceful 
settlement between the white 
Rhodesian government and black 
nationalists. - 

Mr. Kaunda, after an hourlong 
meeting with the U.S ambassador 
to the UN, Andrew Young, said, 
“We want to avoid further blood- 
shed. The United States must 
find ἃ way to help us solve it 
peacefully and it_is up to the 
United States to Yecide how to 
do it.” 

But in Dar es Salaam today, 
Tanzanian President Julius 
Nyerere told Mr. Young that he 
did not think the United States 
could replace Britain in the dis- 
pute. 

Stumbling Block 

Following 8. talk with Mr. 
Young, President Nyerere said he 
thought the United States and 
other countries “should encourage 
Britain and the [Rhodesian] na- 
tionalists to agree.‘ 

“Having agreed and finding 
that the stumbling block to ma-

Minister Ian] Smith, then the

Guam Found 
New Unity 
In Disaster 


Typhoon Devastation. 
Has Social Impact 


By Andrew H. Malcolm 


ΤΌΜΟΝ BAY, Guam, Feb. 6 
CNYT:.—Last May, a resident 
looked around at this U.S. ter- 
ritory's badly faltering economy, 
{ts unemployment, its divided 
school system and its bickering 
regidents. “What this island 
needs,” he said. “is a good natural 
disaster to pull it back together 
again.” 

Three weeks later, a typhoon 
Struck with winds over 160 miles 
an hour. 4A man was killed and 
the widespread destruction was 
estimated at S400 million, with 
3.000 bomes razed. The tropical 
Pacific island was partly defo- 
lated. 

Despite al) the hardship, the 
suffering and the destruction, 
the tynhoon is remembered most 
for its constructive impact. The 
economy has picked up sbarply 
and unemployment is down, Bit- 
ter disputes over education have 
faded. And the 100,000 residents 
have 2 new appreciation of the 
social impact of a natural disas~ 
ter. 

“Actually,” Gerald Perez said, 
“the typhoon was a real blessing 
in disguise.” Its helpfulness was 
well hidden initially, By dawn 
on May 21, the 30-mile island 
was enveloped in the storm's 
fury. “It was like storms in the 
movies,” Martin Pray said. “You 
see it but you can't believe it.” 

Decapitated Paims 

Automobiles were tossed like 
dice. Sheets of tin roofing de- 
capitated wildly swaying palms. 
Por 16 hours the winds blew at 
more than 100 miles an hour, 
Sudden, violent changes in air 
pressure pained eardrums and 
alternately slammed and pulled 
walls and roofs until they col- 
lapsed and the structures were 
sucked empty. 

Deep rumbling and wrenching 
sounds terrified many, as did the 
severe rain—33 inches in % 
hours. Even the brief calm of 
the typhoon’s eye was frighten- 
ing: By its strange yellow light, 
residents could see vast numbers 
of panicked birds flying wildiy 
in circles and then being carried 
out to sea; birds are a rare sight 
now. Power, water supply and 
communications were crippled. 

Aiter the storm, the residents 
helped clear debris from one an- 
other's yards. Hotel guests pitch- 
ed in to help wash laundry in 
the sea. 

“Somehow,” said Hiroko Bach, 
@ saleswoman, “having nothing 
together united everyone. Going 
back to life’s basics makes you 
appreciate what you have. I still 
look at a cold glass of water dif- 
ferently.” 

Typhoon stories are part of 
local lore. A resident likened 
the devastation of the storm, of- 
ficially called Pamela, to scenes 
of winter he had seen in news 
photos. A number of residents 
wear bright yellow T-shirts iden- 
tifying them as survivors, 

In the longer run, the economy 
will get a significant lift. Ex- 
penditures for military recon- 
struction and expansion alone 
are estimated at more than $200 
million, The unemployment rate 
of 14 per cent has already been 
halved. Red Cross. federal as- 
sistarice and insurance payments 
helped. 

“I wouldn't want to go through 
another typhoon,” said Bruce 
Bressler, a native of Bayonne, 
NJ. “but it was one imeredible 
experience.” 

Perhaps the biggest blessing 
was what the storm did not do. 
Had it occurred exactly a year 
earlier, its winds would have 
found more than 50,000 South 
Vietnamese refugees huddled in 
tents and huts throughout Guam.

Trying to assess precisely the foreign 
policy statements made at the White House 
or by Mr. Carter's aides would be an utterly 
unfathomable task - They give an im- 
pression of confused effervescence that 
Jeaves the foreign observer perplexed.

A Well-Fed Slave Is a Slave

Ts occasion has extra im- 

portance for me because An- 
drei Dmitrievich Sakharov re- 
ceived this same award earlier. 
And the struggle for human 
rigats in the U.S.S.R. Is linked, in 
the first place. with the name of 
Sakharov. 

I believe that in awarding this 
prize to Sakharov. and now to me, 
you intended to recognize not us 
as Individuals but rather the 
whole human rights movement 
in the USSR.—all those morn 
and unknown men and women 
who proclaim to the world by 
word and by deed that freedom 
4s not just an empty word. 

Tn contrast to Andrei Sakha- 
tov, I can now speak directly to 
you, 1 fee] that 1 am speaking 
not simply as the writer Andrei 
Amalrik—I am the ambassador 
of our movement. af those in 
prisons, in labor camps, ia inter- 
Nal exile and in prison psychi~ 
atric hospitals who are defending 
their own dignity and thus every~ 
one’s human dignity. 

When discussing human rights, 
we should Keep in mind that 
there exist two categories of 
human ‘rights: one category can 
loosely be termed civil rights; the 
Becond category. social-economic 
rights. 

The first category includes the 
tights of thought, expression, 
movement and association—in 
sum, the right to display initia- 
tive—“to do one's own thing.” 
‘This category of rights is most 
needed by the more energetic 
members of a society. We can call 
this category as 8 whole the right 
ἐο freedom. 


Right to Security 


The second category includes 
the rights to gainful employment. 
to medical treatment, to social 
security—in sum, the right to be 
shielded from social] injustice. 
This category of rights 15 most 
needed by the less energetic but 


more numerous members of a 
soclety. We can ca)l this category 
as a whole the right to security. 

I have begun by distinguishing 
between these kinds of rights, but 
I wish to emphasize thet human 
rights are, in fact, inseparable. 
And that increases the danger of 
the growing tendency not just to 
separate these categories of rights 
but to oppose one category to the 
other, 

Some people say that in order 
to achieve social and economic 
Tights it is necessary to sacrifice 
civil rights. A less extreme view 
holds that it is first necessary to 
feed people and only then worry 
about freedom of expression. 

This view is, first, immoral, 
and second, historically mistaken. 

Tt is immoral] because man has 
not only a stomach but also a 
head and a heart, To be fed is 
no great thing—a peasant feeds 
his horses so that they can work. 
A slave who has eaten his fill 
retains the psychology of a slave 
if he has uever thought about 


freedom while he was hungrs., 


Tf you respect hungry human 
beings, you should not only feed 
them but also convey to them 8 
sense of their human dignity. 
Unless these two processes pro- 
gress hand fn hand, we shall live 
in a monstrous world. 


Provide Assurance 


Instead of giving $1,000 to each 
poor person as Sen. McGovern 
proposed during his campaign, it 
ts necessary to provide assurance 
that a person can earn money 
Tor himself, to provide education 
and 2 job, and to make people 
aware of themselves as indi- 
viduals. 

The view which opposes one 
category of rights to the other 
is historically mistaken because 
wherever individual lberty has
